Berlin or Hamburg or any

i want war. I honestly think the em- 
' peror held off until the' time when he 
was either to go and fight or else for- 
ever discrrace the German-honor. He 
had to iisht. It was impossible for 
him to do otherwise with «very coun- 
try making secret preparations. 
"For a while all was in turmoil af- 
ter the declaration of war. Men knew 
they would be called for army duty 
and while they showed heavy hearts, 
in leaving tlieir homes, their wives, 
mothers, fathers, sons and daughters, 
they -marched with a cheerful spirit 
from the fact that, they were lighting 
for the fatherland. 


Trians of Soldiers. 


"Troops were everywhere. In Bre- 
men is garrisoned a. regiment of sol- 
diers. They were among the flrst. to 
leave. 
Trains 
were 
commanded 
by the 
government to 
move 
the 
troops, horses, cannon and 
battle 
equipment. 
One day I 
counted 
72 
sreat trains of soldiers pass through 
Bremen. Solid trains of supplies £dl- 
lowert them for two days. Through 
the town to a nearby concentration 
point, lasting three nights and three 
days, solid columns of soldiers and 
horses, cannon and cavalry passed. 
"I saw the 
famous 
Krupp slese 


of a fe_w in the secret to get a look at 
this uiece of armament which has 
startled the world with its power. It 
was on a specially constructed steel 
railroad conveyance which somewhat 
reuresented the flats cars on the rail- 
roads in the United States. 
"At "Liege it battered the steel and 
cement forts to bits when the fire of 
other guns could not cause the slight- 
est damage. 
With this railway gun 
carirage was several cars of cement, 
and perhaps two hundred men in one 
company of gunners. w.ho had every 
kind of work tool imaginable. . They 
built a big cement pit and mounted 
the sun inside and when it was fired 
they had to be nearly two hundred 
feet away or the 
explosion of tlie 
charge \voulcTkill them. 


•Wire Tapper Caught. 


"At Bremen many men were ar- 
rested as spies. What was done with 
them I cannot say. 1 know some 
thought that one was shot to pieces 
bv the soldiers. He was caught In 
the night on a telegraph pole trying 
to tan the wire to see what messages 
were being sent. His receiving instru- 
ment was later found on the ground 
and he had a Ions coil p£ telegrai/,1 
wire wrapped around his body. An 
other piece had been attached to the 
regular line but the man never used 
it as his death came very suddenly. 
'One day I saw -a great 
Zeppelin 
warshiu of tiie air. It was far above 
our heads and no 
doubt had 
come 
from the hangar at Hamburg, where 
there are many more such craft 
It 
looked like a big white cigar and we 
could distinsroish men 
in the frame- 
work and cabin underneath the gas; 
bag. High on top were mounted six 
rapid tiring guns to repel the attacks 
o£ daredevilish aeroplane drivers of 
the allies, who would 
plunge their 
machines into the great bag and go to 
death with . the entire crew. 
When 
one of the MB bags were punctured 
lhey nearly always burst into flamf-a 
and tell, killing the crew. 
"The newspapers printed nothing of 
the victories of other 
armies. w» 
heard only of German victories and 
setbacks of the allies. 
The 
censor 


would deplete column 
after column 
in _ the papers and' sometimes w.e re- 
ceived them with only a short story 
of a victory for the kaiser on the 
front page. All the rest was blank as 
Ixh-as w^e Dinted ^ ^^^ 
n1oEi'f^bod>; thourtt Paris -was in 
tfte hands of the German troops as 
this was repeated day after day. Ws 
did not learn of the 
setback 
until 


iSSt-i?fter» ^e ,Geman» had left the 
vicinity of Pai!« and were near the 
>_order,_v]iere thej crossed. Tie j£ 


pers printed a rumor that Mra. Wil- 
son was dead. 
"I brought lots of papers home, but 
had great trouble in getting them out 
of the country. They knew we were 
going into Eneland and so they took 
them all away as they did not want 
the English to know what the Ger^ 
maus were doing. Several follow pas- 
sengers succeeded in getting papers 
out of the country, only to be discov- 
ered in England. The English custom 
and military officers laughed at them. 
Harvest Nearly Ended. 


"One 
thing that helped in Uie state 
of Hanover was that the grains and 
crops were nearly all harvested' wflen 
the call to arms came. After the men 
had gone to war 
an 
officer 
came 
around to all the 
farms 
and asked 
how much of this and the other crops 
each peasant had. Later they will 
ave to give a little each to the kaiser 
for the army and for the people In 
the great cities. Everybody was ask- 
ed to be as conservative as possible 
with foods and grains. The 
war 
might be long drawn out, you know. 
"I toll you," he excitingly exclaimed 
as he stopped to light his burnt-out 
cigar, it going dead in the heat of 
the talk when he could not puff and 
keep it burning all at once, '-'I tell 
you it is a good thing to be an Amer- 
ican. They never harmed 
us and 
everywhere I saw the American flag 
on German buildings, on automobiles 
whose owners had permits from the 
government to keep them, and in t!ie 
lapel of tourists' coats it was always 
present. 
The Germans 
seemed 
to 
have great faith in President Wilson 
and felt that he would forever try to 
do his duty and 
keep 
the United 
States 
neutral. 
His picture 
was; 
shown in the shop windows and you I 
could buy little buttons with it on. 
< 
"Food prices were high for a while .• 
and there was 
also an 
absence o f , 
small change. 
The kaiser, .seems to : 
have lots of money and lias not yet, 
sought a war loan 
from an outside | 
country. 
The allies have had to (To ] 
this. 
' 
"I had to show my passports lots I 


of times but was never detained very ! 
long. 
I am a naturalized American, 


citizen and they could not do much ] 
without incurring the wrath of this 
country and Germany did not want 
that at all. .All they wanted was a 
fair show from the "good old U. S.'' 
and they seem very pleased with the 
•country and President Wilson now. 


Make Fun of England. 
"The papers made great fun of the 
hard trouble that England was ex- 
periencing in collecting enough of an 
army to nut in the field. They all 
had bic cartoons of John Bull, Gat 
appealed to the people. The raising 
of the German army to war strength 
was a contrast to that of England. 
"I did not want 
to stay in 
that 
country and so went to the American 
consul to see when' I could get. away. 
There 
were 
about 
two thousand 
Americans ahead 
of me. The first 
tourist trains were crowded. Men, 
women a.nd children 
Were 
treateu 
alike. 
The 
Germans wanted 
to 
get them out of the 
country 
and 
use all railroad cars, both freight au.l 
passenger, to move them. Conditions 
were horrible, everybody having to 
stand in the cars for many, many 
hours. Nature could 
not 
be com- 
plied with and it was impossible to 
get anything to eat as the 
traiiia 
would seldom stop at the stations on 
the way to the coast. 


His Journey Homeward, 
"When I was at last able to leave 
Bremen the trains were not so full 
as before and conditions were much 
better. 
Our compartment was full, 
but at the same time everything was 
comfortable. 
"I had only two small grips and so 
lost none 
of 
my 
baggage. 
Other 
tourists report much loss. 
This is 
because of the poor system of check- 
ing in vogue in tho country and be- 
cause tbe government was anxious to 
clear the country of all tourists. 
'•We trot to Rotterdam in Holland 


r.nd 
took a small channel steamer to 
Southhampton. 
Holland 
had 
mo- 
bilized her army and soldiers were al- 
most as numerous here as in Ger- 
many. 
"In the North Sea we saw a fleet of 


five English war vessels. Yon know 
the Germnn.fleet is in the Baltic Sea 
and the English are waiting for them 
to r.ome out. 
"We also saw the English 
boats, 
trawlers, which were there to 
look 
for the mines which the Germans had 
spread broadcast in the sea. Tvo 
boats would attach a cable, about a 
mile long, to their sterns and thin, 
steam in parallel lines, the 
cable 
meanwhile dragging alone 
the Bot- 
tom of the 
sea and 
catching 
any 
mines that happened to 
be in tholr 
path. There were also mines floating 
on the water and to secure these the 
boats bad derricks mounted on tho 
decks. 
"From 
Southampton 
we took a 
train to London and then went over 
to Liverpool and cnught a White Star 
linfi boat to New York. 
"Say. I felt like a ten-year-old kid 
when I got on ground. Germany in 
all ri^'it for some Chermans hut this 
country for mine." 
-

EVENING SCHOOL TO 


OPEN OCTOBER 13TH 


Indications 
Point to Larger 
Enroll- 


ment Than in 1913—Short Unit 


Course to be Introduced. 


The evening school for the coming 
winter months, under the direction of 
. Principal C. F. Hill, and a force of 
exceptionally 
strong teachers, 
will 
open on Tuesday evening, October 13 
at the high school. At least twenty- 
five elective courses will make up the 
curriculum. 


The introduction 
of a short unit 
course plan in the evening school this 
winter, is expected to eventually inter- 
est the majority of the students who 
enroll in the twenty-five various sub- 
jects. The short unit course is not a 
course by 
itself, 
but Involves the 
twenty-five elective courses. A person 
desiring to take up the study of some 
one division in the arithmetic course, 
or a particular phase of any subject, 
may do so, and when the instruction 
of that particular part of the course 
ends, the student may drop out. 


This system ot short study is be- 
ing introduced in the evening school 
of this city for 
the first time this 
winter, and Principal Hill is of the 
opinion that it will be prove o£ inter- 
est to many. 


Indications point to an even larger 
attendance than was secured last 
winter. Five hundred and thirty-three 
were 
on the list at last winter's 
school, which is as good a record as 
can be found in the other state even- 
ing schools. 
The interest in 
the 
school this winter is believed to be 
greater than in the past. 


Outlines and 
descriptions 
of the 
various courses, with the names of 
the respective instructors, will be an- 
nounced later.
